tions with Great Britain would. assuredly 
| keep a number of lines always‘active; our 
intercourse with France would give profit. | 
able employment to others. The five or six 
millions of Germans in this country, if 
onee they found that they could communi- 
eate cheaply, simply and quickly with 
their friends and relatives in the Fatherland, 
would give abundance of business to several 
German-American lines; while our growing 
intercourse with Southern Europe would re- 
quire lines direct to points in Spain, Portugal 
or Italy. 

As an illustration, witness the enormous 
extension of telegraph lines and telegraph 
business in this country during the last ten 
years. Every town of a thousand people has 
its telegraph wire, and few of them get one 
before they are eager for another with new 
connections. Family concerns as well as na- 
tional affairs,—matters of love as well as of 
business,—personal as well as public interests, 
—are material for the telegraph. And thereis 
no doubt that ocean cables between America 
and ‘Europe will yet’ be brought into requb 
sition for all similar purposes. As another 
‘illustration, take the analogy between the 
| growth of telegraph business and the growth | 
of postal business. When mails were few and 
slow, and postage was high, people wrote but 
few letters, and wrote chiefly on occasions of 
grave concern. But when railroads and 
steamers were introduced and mails were 
sent from place to place with the 
utmost rapidity,—when England © got 
penny postage and this country three 
cent postage—the ‘postal business in- 
creased enormously ; and now in these coun- 
tries, more letters are mailed every week 
than were mailed during a whole year a quar- 
ter of acentury ago. Just as facilities of 
transmission have been increased and cheap- 
ened, has the volume of correspondence 
swelled; and the same results have been ex- 
perienced in every country which has estab- 
lished the proper conditions. 

As it has been with the inland eeleanelh 
business, and the postal business, so it will 
be with the cable business. “We have hardly 
yet seen the latter begin to develop itself. 
With the new cables that have been pro- 
jected, and with the many others that will 
yet be laid down, we shall see it developed
